Berlin Detectives Will Protect the 
‘Kaiser While in London. 


EXILED GERMAN’ ANARCHISTS UNDER 
SURVEILLANCE OF POLICE. 


The Visit to England Postponed for a Day 
—Ohristening of the Fife Babe—Queen 
Victoria Present—Emin Pasha’s Expe- 
dition to the Mountains of the Moon— 


Foreign News. 


BR., June 29.—Three of the leading de- 
tectives in the Prussian Government service 
have gone to London to keep an eye on the 
exiled Anarchists and Socialists in that city 
Guring the coming visit of the Kaiser, and to 
point out tothe English police any who are 
likely to be troublesome, The mission of the 
detectives is said to be merely precautionary, 
and that the government has received no in- 
formation that would justify fear of any in- 
tended insult or injury to the Kaiser. Never- 
theless it is known to the police that the Ger- 
man colony in London includes a number of 
individuals who are wholly anarchical in 
their tendencies, and who are believed 
capable of abusing the hospitality of England 
to show their hatred of existing institutions. 
he German Anarchists are said to have a 
secret club in East London in which the most 
dangerous doctrines are discussed and action 
against other governments urged, ifnot de- 
termined upon, No overt act has, however, 
yet been proved against these people. The 
Russian Nihilists also have a headquarters in 
London, where the conspiracies are hatched 
and the means provided to carry them out. 
There is a strong under current of sympathy 
with the Nihilists which does not exist for the 
German Anarchists, and the latter would do 
well, if they value their ease, not to provoke 
public attention during the imperial visit. 

The Kaiser leaves Prince Henry in charge of 
the empire during his absence. Prince 
Henry has been well trained to occupy the 
post of regent either in war or peace. He 18 
credited with having all the Kaiser’s energy, 
without his eccentricity. 

POSTPONED FOR A DAY. 

Loxpoyw, June 29.—In view of the outcry 
made by the members of the Lord’s-Day rest 
associations &nd others to the proposed pri- 
vate visit of the Emperor on Sunday, July 12, 
to the naval exhibition in London, the Ger- 
man Emperor has consented to postpone that 
visit to some day during the week commenc- 
ing July 12. 

‘ THE EMPEROR AT HAMBURG. 

HAMBURG, June 29.—Emperor William, ac- 
companied by the Empress and by Prince and 
Princess Henry of Prussia, has arrived here. 
The Emperor and the imperial party were 
received by Gen. Count Von Waldersee and 
the municipaland military authorities. 


LITTLE LADY ALEXANDRIA, 


QUEEN VICTORIA ATTENDS THE CHRISTENING 
OF THE FIFE BABE. 

Lonpox, June 29.—The Queen to-day, ac- 
companied by a number of the royal family, 
attended the christening, at the Chapel 
koyal, St. James Palace, of the daughter of 
the Duke and Duchess of Fife. The Duke, it 
will be recalled, is the husband of the Prin- 
cess Louise, eldest daughter of the Prince of 
Wales. The Queen acted as chief sponsor for 
her great grand-daughter. Among the mem- 
bers of the royal family present were the 
Queen of Denmark, the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, the Princess Victoria of Wales and 
the Duke of Clarence and Avondale, eldest 
son of the Prince of Wales. 
The water used in the christening cere- 
monies was brought on purpose for the occa- 
sion from the River Jordan. The archbishop 
of Canterbury and the bishop of London, 
dean of the, Chapel Royal, officiated. The 
title of the baby, who is the Prince of Wales’ 
first grandchild, by the Queen’s command, 
will be Lady Alexandria Victoria Duff, the 
latter being the family name of the Duke of 
Fife. 

The Queen stood by the baptismal font 
holding the baby in her arms during the 
main portion of the service, and at the ter- 
mination of the ceremonies her Majesty gave 
little Lady Alexandria Victoria Duff such a 
hearty kiss that it echoed throughout the 


chapel. 
CURRENT LONDON TOPICS. 

The prominence of Sir William Vernon Har- 
court in recent debates has marked him out, 
in general opinion, as the successor of Mr. 
Gladstone. Mr. John Moreley, however, is 
more popular with the Radical element of the 
Liberal party, and is said to view with some 
jealousy the leading part taken by Sir Will- 
jam. Indications point to Sir William Har- 
court as the coming leader of the Liberal 
party should Mr. Gladstone not be able to 
return to Parliament. Mr. Gladstone’s 
friends profess that he is certain to recover. 
The public interest in his health is shown by 
innumerable telegrams sent to him from all 
parts of the world.

The Chief Justice is far from 
popular and many even of the Tories would

O’Brien has received a severe rebuke from 
the Imperial Government for assenting to the 
order in council of the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment, refusing bait to Canadians as well as 
French and giving a monopoly of that com- 
modity to American fishermen.

‘Canadians upon the same terms as they are 
given to American fishermen,

GERMAN AFFAIRS. 


OPPOSITION TO THE READMISSION OF 
JESUITS—SOCIALIST CONGRESS. 

BERLIN, June 29.—It is stated that the Grand 
Duke Frederick of Baden has addressed a 
memorial tothe Kaiser, energetically oppos- 
ing the readmission of Jesuits to Germany. 
The Grand Duke is a strong enemy of the 
Jesuits, whom he banished from his duchy in 
1855. His wife being an aunt tothe Kaiser, 
the Grand Duke possesses much influence 
with the Kaiser, which he has always used 
in behalt of the maintenance of a strictly 
conservative policy both toward church and 
State. On the subject of the Jesuits the 
Kaiser is believed to be in perfect harmony 
with the Grand Duke. 

The police of Dresden have received special 
orders to attend all meetings in which they 
have reason to suspect that any attacks upon 
the Government will be uttered, and to arrest 
any person guilty of disorderly language. An 
effort will be made to prevent a representa- 
tion of the German Socialists in the Socialist 
Congress in Brussells. A vigilant eye is to be 
Kept onall who go there, and speakers at- 
tacking the German imperial house in their 
remarks will be called to account.

A RAILWAY PROJECT REVIVED—AMERICA’S 
NATAL DAY.

GENERAL FOREIGN. 


EMIN PASHA ON THE ROUTE TO ALBERT NYANZA 
—OLD WORLD NEWS. 

LONDON, June 29.—Despatches received here 
from Zanzibar state that information has 
been received there which shows that Emin 
Pasha and his party are traveling towards 
Albert Edward Nyanza from which Emin 
will send a scientifiC expedition to the 
Mountains of the Moon. The British officers 
engaged in fighting the slave trade in East 
Africa reporting upon the work in 1890 de- 
clare that this trade is upon its last legs, and 
that the Brussels Anti-Slavery Convention 
act will effectually kill the whole business. 


WARRANT FOR DE COBAIN. 

LONDON, June 29.—A warrant hgs been 
issued for the arrest of Mr. Edward De Co- 
bain, member of Parliament for Kast Belfast, 
and deputy grand master of the Orange insti- 
tution in Ireland. Mr. De Cobain is charged 
with immoral practices. In reply toan appeal 
from his friends that he return from Spain, 
where he was said to be, and confront his 
accusers, Mr. De Cobain recently wrote: 1 
do not feel that the Lord points out to me as 
the path of my duty that I should meet my 
accusers and imperil my life and liberty by 
swearing against a large number of perjured 
rumans. God's guidance does not require 
that I should make such a sacrifice.’’ 


LOOTING JEWISH BOOTHS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 29.—The populace at- 
tacked and looted the Jewish booths in Scher- 
wiefka, near Odessa, and maltreated the oc- 
cupants, who fled to their homes, which they 
barricaded. Asa result of these attacks an 
edict has been issued threatening a declara- 
tion of martial law for excesses against the 
Jews. 


TRANQUILLITY IN HAYTI. 
New Tonk, June 29.—The steamer Ozama 
which arrived this morning from Haytian 
ports reports that all was quiet at the ports 
they touched and that Hippolyte had actually 
quelled the insurrection of May 28. At that 
time it was learned that 280 persons in all had 
been killed, 


THE SLAVE TRAFFIC.

Cordial Reception Given Him by the Greeks 
Of Chicago. 

Cuicaco, III., June 29.—Prince George of 
Greece arrived in Chicago this morning from 
Omaha.

The Prince is travelling incognito and regis- 
tered at the Auditorium as Count Holstor. 
At the depot he was met by a delegation of 
the Grecian Benevolent Association which 
escorted him to the hotel. The Prince was 
heartily cheered by the Greeks assembled 
to greet him and with the Greek and Ameri- 
can flag at the head of the procession the 
Prince was taken to the hotel in an open car - 
rlage. The young man was much pleased 
with the reception tendered him and when 
the carriages reached the entrance tothe 
Auditorium the Prince called the chairman 
of the delegation to the carriage and said a 
few words thanking the Greeks for their 
recognition.

WHITE WORKERS SUPPLANTED BY NON- 
UNION NEGROES, 


A Melee in Which One Man Was Killed 
and Three Wounded—Threatened Strike 
on the Street Car Lines at Indianapo- 
lis—’Longshoremen’s Troubles at Chi- 
cago—Labor News. 


SEATTLE, Wash., June 29,—A special from 
Franklin says that the white strikers, angered 
at the action of the Oregon Improvement 
Co. in taking negroes to Newcastle coal 
mines, started to clean out the negro camp 
Sunday night. Inthe scrimmage one man 
was killed. A Deputy Sheriff, who has 
been at the scene for the last 
four weeks, has called for the 
militia and two companies left on a special 
train. Companies B and Dot the First Regi- 
ment, National Guard, left for Franklin coal 
mines on a special train at 1 o' clock this 
morning. The only news received so far is 
that one white miner was killed and three 
wounded and one negro guard wounded, 
Over one hundred shots were fired in the riot 
last night. » ¢ 

The miners’ strike at Black Diamond is 
ended and work will be resumed this morn- 
ing. The committee of miners from all the 
camps in King County met with the Miners’ 
Committee of the Western Oentral Labor 
Union yesterday and completed the contract. 
The contract is for a term of two years from 
the present time, and provides that present 
wages sball be paid until the price of coal in 
San Francisco rises to $9aton. An advance 
of 15 percent is then to be granted, anda 
further advance of 5 per cent 
is to be granted for every further ad- 
vance of $1 in the price. The right of the 
superintendent to hire and discharge whom 
he pleases is to be unquestioned, but when a 
man is charged with not doing his work to 
the satisfaction of the superintendent or 
mine foreman the matter is to be investigated 
before he is discharged. 

The demand of the men that no coal mined 
by them should be sold to the Oregon Im- 
provement Co. while the dispute at Franklin 
remains unsettled was agreed to by the Black 
Diamond management. 


CHICAGO ’LONGSHOREMEN’S STRIKE. 

CHICAGO, III., June 29.—The strike of the 
*"longshoremen has spread until it includes 
800 men. The only line not involved is that of 
Leopold & Austria. The company granted 
the demands of the men and the vessels are 
moving on time. On the great freight lines 
little or no work is being done, except on the 
Lehigh Valley Line. 

On the Ogdensburg Line a few deck hands 
are at work and on the Western a number of 
employes hired by the month are at work. 
The Union Line decided not to hire any more 
white laborers and when this became known 
to the colored laborers they all quit. Forty 
large vessels will reach the port to-day and 
to-morrow. The Western Line alone has 500 
ears loaded walting here for it, and other | 
lines are in the same dilemma. Freight is 
accumulating in the storehouse and on the 
rallway tracks. Old lake men say there must 
be a break of this freight before Tuesday 
night as the amount clogged at the river here 
by that time will compel some one, strikers 
or line agents, to move, Strikers say they 
will not move unless their wages are raised 
from 20 to B cents an hour. Line agents say 
they will not grant it. 


THE TROUBLE NEAR SEATTLE. 

SEATTLE, Wash., June 29.—The threat of 
the Oregon Improvement Co. to put 
negroes in its mines at Newcastle in place of 
the striking white men was carried out yes- 
terday morning. The company sent a special 
train into Newcastle with eighty negroes from 
its Franklin mine and hadthem guarded by 
fifteen Sullivan men. When they arrived the 
strikers were all asleep and off guard. The 
situation remains unchanged at Guman. The 
strikers are maintaining their armed organi- 
zation known as the home guards and drin 
daily. The Sullivan men protect the corpora- 
tion day and night, while sheriffs watch both 
factions and try to avert trouble. 

The Seattle Coal & Supply Co. will undoubt- 
edly take in a force of men in a few days and 
startupthe mines. They will probably be 
protected by the civil authorities, but serious 
trouble is almost inevitable. 


STREET CAR MEN MAY STRIKE. 

INDIANAPOLIS,Ind., June .- About seventy 
street car stable men are locked out here on 
account ofa disagreement over Wages and 
hours of labor. They have been working ten 
and a half hours, and received from $1.2 to 
$1.50 per day. The company wanted to re- 
duce the number of hours ana slightly in- 
crease the pay per hour. This was not satis- 
factory, however, becauseit left their total 
pay smallerthan before. They are willing 
to work the same number of hours with a 
slight increase of pay, which the company 
decline to give. The labor unions are in ses- 
sion to-day, and thereis a possibility of a 
general strike, which the company hopes to 
avert. 


WORLD’S FAIR LABOR COMMITTEE. 

CuicaGco, June 29,—In response tothe call 
issued by the World's Fair Labor Committee 
representatives from thirty-nine labor bodies 
met yesterday at Carpenters’ Hall and 
formed a permanent organization to take 
charge of all labor matters in connection 
with the construction of buildings for exposi- 
tion purposes. After electing E. A. Meagher, 
Chairman, an adjournment Was taken until 
Sunday next. This body will succeed the 
present joint committee which will hand in a 
final report some time during this week. 


GLASS FACTORIES CLOSED. 

Frypitary, O., June 29.—All but one of the 
fourteen flint and window glass factories of 
this city have put out their fires and shut 
down for the summer vacation, which will 
last until September and probably longer, as 
a wage schedule has not yet been 
upon.

THE BALL PLAYERS APPEARED AT THEIR 


WINDOW IN SCANT ATTIRE, 


The Three Men Arrested—A Strange 
Scene at Grand and St. Louis Avenues 
at a Late Hour Last Night—Statements 
of Both Sides—The Trial Set for To- 
Morrow. 


Pitchers Jack Stivetts and Jack Neal of the 
St. Louis Browns and Druggist Thomas Lay - 
ton ot the southwest corner of Grand 
and st. Louis avenues, were the cen- 

tral figures in a strange scene at a late 
hour last night. Across the street from 
Layton’s drug store, on the northwest cor- 
ner of the intersecting streets, is a saloon 
kept by H. Altemeyer. Above the saloon are 
rooms which Mr. Altemeyer rents out fur- 
nished. Among his roomers are Pitchers 
Nealand Stivetts, who occupy apartments 
together on the second floor of the St. Louis 
avenue side, facing the side of Mr. Layton’s 
building. The druggist’s family reside above 
his store, 80 that their apart - 
ments and those of Stivetts and Neal look 
rightinto each other. Last night at 11:40 
o’clock Mr. Layton rushed down stairs, 
and running out into the middle 
of the street began to gather up 
stohes and throw themina most vigorous 
manner at the open window of the room oc- 
cupied by the dase ball players. 
The druggist. appeared to be very 
much excited and kept up a 
perfect fusilade of stone throwing. Stivetts 
and Neal appeared at the window and wanted 
to know what was up and Layton, address- 
ing them in languege more forcible 
than elegant, and remarking that he would 
kill them if he had a revolver, threw the 
stones with more vigor than ever, forcing 
both men to beat a hasty retreat from 
the window. When they appeared 
the men were scantily clad in 
an undershirt, but on making their next ap- 
pearance at the window they were dressed in 
full street attire. Layton had in the mean- 
time ceased his bombardment of the place 
and both men came down stairs 
and seated themselves outside the 
saloon. The druggist blewa police whistle, 
but the officer who came refused to make any 
arrests, stating that the trouble had occurred 
in the Fifth District, while he was attached to 
the Fourth District. Layton retired to 
bed, but Stivetts and Neal remained up. 
Between 1 and 20’clock in the morning some 
police officers belonging to the 
Fifth District appeared, and at 
the request of the players and Mr. 
Altemeyer arrested the druggist, whom they 
aroused out of . bed. They charged 
Layton with disturbing the peace 
and malicious destruction of 
personal property. He preferred counter 
charges against them of indecent exposure. 
Altemeyer went their bond and Layton went 
his own bond and their cases will be tried to- 
morrow in the Second District Police Court. 

MR. LAYTON’S EXPLANATION. 

Mr. Layton is a man with a grown family 
and one of his sons, who is employed at his 
store, gave the following explanation this 
morning of the occurrence: 

‘*‘We reside over the store and owing to 
our business it would be inconvenient for us 
to move. Since the warm spell set in we have 
been annoyed by men running in Altemeyer’s 
house leaving their blinds and windows open 
and moving about their rooms ina state or 
partial or complete nudity. My father spoke 
about-one man and we were troubled no 
more by him. Lately, however, Stivetts 
and Neal have been indulging in the same 
careless practices. My mother notified them 
several times, but as my father is very hot- 
tempered, she feared to speak to him 
of it, but endeavored to keep my 
sister from seeing it by keeping the shades 
down or blinds closed. Finally my father 
was upstairs one evening when the ball-play- 
ers were moving around their room 
in an attire that was lacking in 
completeness to an indecent degree, and last 
Wednesday night he saw them again. He 
was very angry both times, and Wednesday 
informed Mr. Altemeyer that he would have 
to make his roomers cease it. He got 
no satisfaction and talked about shooting the 
men, but my mother talked him out of that 

. and said if he did anything to merely throw a 
stone at them. She hoped in this way to 
prevent him from Killing anybody, 
but she had no idea that 
when he caught the men at the trick again, 
as he did last night, he would throw 
a whole room full of stones. Some- 
where in the neighborhood of 11:30 
o’clock my father saw the men 
standing atthe window cladin nothing but 
undershirts which did not reach down totheir 
waists. Not only were the shutters open, but 
the window and even the screens 
were raised. It angered my 
father very much and hethrew stones at a 
lively rate at the window but he was o ex- 
cited that his aim was poor and few if any of 
them went inside. Stivetts rushed to the 
window to learn what wasup. He was still 

only in his undershirt, and my father 
threw more stonesat him. After a while both 
players appeared fully dressed, and later the 
arrests were made.’’

The Sherman Controversy With the War 
Department Revived. 

WASHINGTON, D.-C ., June 29.—A question of 
interest to army officers has been presented 
to Acting Secretary Grant for settlement in- 
volving the rights and duties of staff om - 
cers. Maj.-Gen. Howard, command - 
ing the Division of the Atlan- 
tic, recently called a court-martial 
and detailed for duty asa member of the com- 
missary an officer stationed within his di- 
vision. The officer promptly protested 
against this detail and claimed exemption 
from such duty under a regulation which 
placed him under the direct ordersof the 
Secretary ot War. 

Thus was revived the old controversy 
which was one of the causes leading to Gen. 
Sherman’s quarrel with the War Depart- 
ment and the removal of army head- 
quarters to st. Louis. No decf> 
sion has yet deen given in this 
last case and it is awaited with great inter- 
est by the engineer, commissary and other 
staff officers for the reason that the exemp- 
tion from liability to court-martial service 
has been one of the most attractive features 
of their departments.

CAPITAL NOTES. 


THE REMAINS OF MINISTER ALEXANDER CLARK— 
DEPARTMENT MATTERS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29.—The Depart- 
ment of State has received official notice of 
the death of Alexander Clark, United States 
Minister to Liberia, June 3, last. His re- 
mains will, in accordance with the wishes of 
his relatives, be brought to his late residence 
in Iowa. 

Treasurer Nebeker to-day reports a net bal- 
ance in the Treasury of $4,506,439 in excess of 
fractional silver coin and of deposits in the 
national banks.

BURIED AT SITKA. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29.—Capt. Shep- 
ard, Chief of the Revenue Marine Division of 
the Treasury, has received a letter from 
Capt. Healy, commanding the revenue 
steamer Bear, dated Sitka, June 9, saying 
that Lieut. L. * Robinson, U. S. R. M. , who 
was drowned at Icy Bay, was buried at Sitka 
on the 8th inst. with full military honors, 
and that Seaman Anderson was buried at the 
scene of the accident. The bodies of the 
others drowned had not been received up to 
time of writing. The Russell Mount Saint 
Elize expedition party was landed at Icy Bay 
the day following the accident without fur- 
ther loss.

Opinion on the Pool-Room Law. 


HE TELLS HOW THE RUMORS THAT HE 
HAD ORIGINATED. 


He Is Prepared to Hear the Evidence 
Without Prejudgment-— Points the 
Defense Will Make—S. S. Bass Applies 
for a Writ of Mandamus for a New 
Judge in Oehler’s Case, 


Pool alley sports and book-makers have 
been claiming for the past few days that the 
anti pool-room law will be knocked 
out when it comes up before 
Judge Claiborne to-morrow morning in 
the Court of Criminal Correction, in the case 
against Henry Bergdorfer, who is charged 
with violating the law in selling pools and 


taking bets on races run by horses outside the 


State of Missouri. Bergdorfer is auctioneer 
for Arthur Lions, and was arrested 
by the police last Wednesday. His case 
is set fora preliminary hearing to-morrow, 
but his attorney will be heard first on a mo- 
tion to quash the information which caused 
the warrant to be issued. The motion is based 
on several points, the principal 
one of which is the allegec 
unconstitutionality ofthe law. Also that it 
is not uniform in this, that it does not tend to 
suppress an alleged evil by prohibiting bet- 
ting, but only limits the betting to the State. 
These are considered powerful arguments by 
the defense and they express the greatest 
hopes that the law will be punctured by 
them. 

Another reason given for thinking the law 
will be declared unconstitutional and the 
motion to quash be sustained is the rumored 
remark of Judge Claiborne, before whom the 
argument will be made. It has been said that 
Judge Claiborne expressed an opinion on the 
constitutionality of the law several months 
ago, just after it passed inthe Legislature, 
when he said he did not think the law could 
be enforced. The Pool alley habitues de- 
clare that this remark was actually made. 
If such istrue it will bar Judge Claiborne 
from sitting in the case anda special judge 
will be required to hear the argument. 

Judge Claiborne was asked this morning if 
it was true he had already declared the anti- 
pool law weak or unconstitutional. 

No, it is nos so, he replied. ‘‘I have 
never expressed myself in any way on this 
matter, and will not before the case is tried 
before me. The only way I can explain the 
rumor is this: Everyone who is acquainted 
with me knows Jam fond of horses. They 
knowlattend the races if my duties will al- 
low me, and that I sometimes 
test my judgment of horsefiesh 
by betting. Forthis reason many think I 
would not look impartially upon a law pro- 
hibiting betting and races.

HOMES BEING DESERTED IN THE HAR- 
LEM BOTTOMS. 


The Current Seeking New Channels at 
Many Points—Serious Situation at St. 
Joseph—Strengthening Railway Em- 
bankments—The Colorado Cyclone— 
High Winds and Heavy Rains. 


KANSAS Crrr, Mo., June 29.—The recent 
heavy rains has caused another rise ofthe 
Missouri River. At 11 o’clock last night the 
gauge stood at 21 feet 4 inches, which is 4 
inches above the danger line. If the water 
continues to rise great trouble will result in 
Harlem, just across the river. 

The danger of a serious flood fromthe Mis- 
souri River becomes greater every hour. At 
7 o’clock this morning the Signal Service re- 
ported the gauge at 21 feet 9 inches and the 
river was rising at the rate of an inch per 
hour. A rise of two feet since Saturday night 
is reported at St. Joseph, which insures still 
higher water here. In the lower parts of 
Harlem the water is running through the 
streets and a number of the people are mov- 
ing to higher ground. 

A St. Joseph special says: The river has 
risen steadily since Saturday and at noon to- 
day is within sixteen inches of 
the highest point reached ten years 
ago. Residents of the French 
Bottoms north of this city are ina state of 
alarm, and many are preparing to move. 
The water is still rising, and reports received 
from Sioux City and Omaha show a gain of six 
inches since last evening. If the river 
should overflow the French Bottoms it is ex- 
pected that a new channel will be cut 
through, leaving many farms on an island, 
and diverging the stream from the 
Kansas shore two miles. If the 
present rate of rise continues 
twenty-four hours the stock yards and hun- 
dreds of houses in South St. Joseph will be 
inundated. The situation is serious to the 
packing interests, as well as hundreds of 
small farmers on the lowlands. The Bur- 
lington tracks on the river front inthe city 
have been strengthened. 


A COLORADO CYCLONE. 

DENVER, Colo,, June 29.—News has just 
been received ofa destructive cyclone which 
passed over this county twenty-five miles 
east of the city Thursday night. Houses were 
blown away, trees uprooted and carried 
away and the crops for many miles around 
are completely ruined.

A saloon opened and maintained in a 
block without a license, without the con- 
sent of the property holders and in out- 
rageous violation of their rights, is a 
spectacle well calculated to arouse the in- 
dignation of every law-abiding citizen. 
When the Mayor and police authorities 
conniye at an indefinite continuance of the 
outrage; maintaining and protecting the 
nuisance by going through the hollow form 
of occasionally imposing fines that are to 
be nullified by stays of execution, straw 
bonds and other nullifying expedients in 
familiar use; the indignant citizen natural- 
ly concludes that the law made for his pro- 
tection is officially perverted into an engine 
for oppressing him and impairing the value 
of his property. 

But he makes a great mistake whenever 
he permits himself to think of ‘‘the New 
Orleans way’’ of correcting such wrongs 
as anything but a remedy worse than the 
disease. It is, in fact, no remedy; itis 
the culmination of the disease; the most 
deplorable of the evil consequences fol- 
lowing in the train of official connivance 
at lawlessness. 

A first-rate remedy, and the only effect- 
ive one, is in the hands of the people. 
They and they alone are primarily to 
blame whenever the machinery for the en- 
forcement of law gets out of order or fails 
atany point. They not only elect the men 
they rely upon to enforce the laws, but 
they elect bodies empowered to impeach 
and remove the officials who prove un- 
faithful to the trust reposed in them by the 
people. 

When the people elect Republican and 
Democratic officials who favor law-break- 
ers and it is found that the Democratic and 
Republican Councilmen will not remove 
such officials, it is the people's fault, not 
the fault of the law, and the people can 
only make such a situation worse by be- 
coming a mob of law-breakers themselves. 
The best thing they can do is to recognize 
their own error, patiently bear for a time 
the smart of the situation they have im- 
posed upon themselves and resolve that 
they will at the very next opportunity 
smash all the party machines that are op- 
erated by so many law-breaking pulls“ 
and connections.

RAILROAD MANAGERS will never succeed 
in quieting popular jealousy of railroad 
influence in politics while they keep on 
parading so offensively their ability to 
violate the law with impunity.

troducing numerous witnesses. The agree- 
ment is between Gibson, Bond & Gibson on 
the part of prosecution and W. C. Marshall, 
City Counselor, for the defense. 

The agreement was suggested by 
Mr. Marshall, who was desirous of 
introducing certain ordinances which he 
had omitted in his pleading. 

The prosecution agreed tothe introduction 
of these ordinances and at the same time 
secured an admission which will be a very 
strong factor in the case in question. The 
agreement is practically as follows:

been nnd is now being done on Sundays. 
A DAMAGING ADMISSION, 

It can be seen that Mr. Marshall for the 
defendant Schweickhardt in the last sect ion 
admits that ever since the first lease liquors 
has been sold on Sunday and that the bulk of 
the business was done on that day. 
This is an admission that the 
city is cognizant ofthe weekly violation 
of the Sunday law, and also that, knowing 
this it is making no effort whatever to en- 
force the law. The defense thinks that by 
getting the admission from the prosecution 
that the saloon has existed, it thereby makes 
the point that once having been permitted 
it must always be. On the other 
hand the prosecution believes that since it 
is admitted that the saloon is always open 
and does most of its business on Sunday, 
there is no stronger argument needed to 
show that the rightto lease Forest Park for 
any andall purposesis dangerous. No de- 
cision has been handed down in the caseas 
yet, and the indications are that there are 
2 more interesting developments in 
sight. 


Suit Over a Child, 


The habeas corpus proceedings, in which 
Philip Fuhrman of 2835 South Main street is 
seeking to get possession of his 5-year-old 
grandson, Charles Steiger, was calied for 
hearing in Judge fFisher’s court to- 
day, The boy is in possession of 
his father, Christian Steiger, who 
lives at 2222 Gravois road. The child’s 
mother is dead and its father has married 
again. Fuhrman, in his petition, alleges 
that the boy has been in his custody ever 
since its mother’s death, which occurred 
when the little one was three months old. 
The father of the child, Fuhrman alleges, 
abandonedit. On June 2 Steiger obtained 
possession of the boy, which caused the writ 
of habeas corpus to be applied for. 

Steiger in his return denied that he aban- 
doned the child. He boarded with the Fuhr- 
mans after his wife died, he stated, for 
nearly two years and paid his and the child’s 
board. On leaving, he alleged, the grand- 
parents of the child refused to let him take it 
away and have since refused to allow him to 
have it. The child twice strayed away, he 
alleged, once being found by the police and 
once picked up at the engine-house. On June 
25, the return sets forth, Steiger found the 
boy some blocks from his grand-parents’ 
place unattended and took him home. 

Mrs. Mary Fuhrman, the grandmother of 
the boy, was the first witness examined. Mrs. 
Fuhrman began her testimony by charging 
her ex-son-in-law with ruining her daughter 
before he married her. She became quite ex- 
cited. ‘‘Yes, he took my daughter away, 
said she, and now he wants to take the 
boy, and when my daughter died he wanted 
to let the city bury her. 

Steiger was in court with his new wife, who 
held the boy in her lap, while the grand- 
mother gave her testimony. 

After a great deal of testimony had been 
taken the case was continued until next Fri- 


day, because the defense had not had the 
time to have all its witnesses in court.

GROWING CROPS. 


Marked Improvement in the Dakotas— 
Conditions Elsewhere. 


Huron, 8. D., June 2.—The past week 
seems to have been one of marked improve- 
ment in growing crops in North and South 
Dakota, as indicated by the following ex- 
tracts from Sergeant Glenn’s weekly crop bul- 
letin: Reports are from over thirty South and 
twenty North Dakota counties. The rainfall 
was about the average—heavy showers, well 
distributed. Over two inches of rain over 
most of South Dakota Fridayand Saturday 
nights. The condition is very favorable to 
growth. All crops except corn have not grown 
as rapidly as they would have done with 
warm weather, The report is general that 
wheat, oats, barley, rye and fax have made 
marked growth. Corn is stocky but in fine 
colorand growing finely where wheat and 
small grain was injured by dry weather and 
winds a few weeks ago. Their con- 
dition continues to improve in most locali- 
ties. The yield under favorable conditions 
from now on will suffer comparatively little 
reduction. A large acreage has been devoted 
to millet and it is generally reported in fine 
condition and in an advanced stage of 
growth. The week has been very favorable 
to potatoes and all garden stuffs Grasshop- 
pers are reported doing considerable damage 
in the vicinity of Elliott Ransom, N. D.

RACE WAR BEGUN. 


St. Louis Negro Miners Fired Upon at 
the Franklin Mines, 


A FATAL COLLISION BETWEEN THE 
WHITES AND BLACKS YESTERDAY. 


One Striker Killed, Three Others Woundéd 
and a Negro Guard Shot Down on the 
„Dead Line“ — Second Detachment 
Going Forward From St. Louis— Cause 
ot the Trouble. 


St. Louis negroes are in the midst of a race 
waropening in the mines near Seattle, 
Wash., the trouble between the white and 
black miners at that point having at last 
reached the point of open hostilities and 
bloodshed. Telegraphic advices from Seat- 
tle this morning state that on yesterday the 
long-dreaded collision -between the two 
race factions occurred, One of the 
white miners whose places in the 
Franklin mines were recently filled by ne- 
groes Opened the war of actual hostilities by 
firing upon and wounding a negro guard 
pacing the ‘‘dead line’’ surrounding the. 
quarters occupied by the blacks. As has been 
known all along, only one shot was needed 
to precipitate a bloody fight. Yesterday’s 
battle showed that both sides were waiting 
and ready for trouble. 

RACE WAR ACROSS THE ‘‘DEAD LIN RB. 

No sooner had the shot from the outside 
been fired, and the guard fell at his post 
seriously wounded, than the entire force of 
negro miners turned out. They had been 
armed and drilled by the mine companies in 
expectation of just such an emergency. The 
negroes fired point blank at the band of 
armed whites gathered beyond the ‘‘dead 
line,’’ drawn around the mine quarters, One 
white man was instantly killed and three 
others wounded by the volley. The whites 
then retired out of range, but the most seri- 
ous consequences are expected to follow this, 
the first bloody collision betweenthe two 
factions. News of the affair was not re- 
ceived in Seattle until late last night, the 
mining company having practical charge of 
the telegraph office located at the mines. 
When the news did come it was learned that 
prompt precautions against further trouble 
had already been taken. The Governor had 
been called on for aid in protecting the negro 
miners and mine property. The militia was 
at once called out in response to the appeal, 
and at midnight last night one company of 
the National Guard left Seattle for active 
duty at the Franklin mines. No details of 
the shooting were furnished from the mines, 
and the names of the one killed and the four 
wounded are not yet known. It is expected 
that the next advices will show the collision 
to have been more serious even than has 
been reported. 

NEGROES GOING FORWARD FROM sr. LOUIS. 

The trouble has a strong local interest, 
owing to the fact that the 60 negro miners 
employed in the place of whites at the Frank- 
lin mines are all from St. Louis, It has also 
an especial interest atthe present moment, 
because a second detachment of negroes from 
St. Louis will leave shortly for the scene of 
trouble. The 450 already at the mines and 
the second installment to be sent to the 
front’’ in the near future were both secured 
through the local agency of William A. Mara 
at 612 Walnut street, Mr, Mara was seen by a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning rela- 
tive to the reports of the reopening of trouble 
at the Franklin mines. 

J have heard nothing of such troubles,’’ 
sali Mr. Mara, In fact I have only recently 
been advised that everything was running 
smoothly there,and that there was no trouble 
to be anticipated. Asfor this reported col- 
lision between the blacks and the whites, the 
wounding of a negro guard, the killing ofa 
white man and the wounding of three others, 
I believe it to be exaggerated and nota ‘race 
war as stated. A shooting affair is likely to 
occur at any mines where 500 or 600 men are 
employed, and probably this trouble at the 
Franklin mines is only an affray of that de- 
scription. 

‘*l expect in a few days to ship a second de- 
tachment of negroes to the Franklin mines. 
Ihave been notified that they would need 
more men, and expect any day now to re- 
ceive orders to send the men along. I don’t 
know how many will compose this second re- 
inforcement, nor will 1 know, of course, un- 
till get the order. Supt. Corey of the mines 
has not been in St. Louis since his first visit 
here in May, when he secured through me the 
450 men now at the mines. 

3 A PERILOUS JOURNEY. 

If the second detachment of negro miners 
have as stirring a trip to the Franklin mines 
as had the first their journey will be in the 
nature of a military maneuver. The Frank- 
lin mines are owned by the Oregon Improve- 
ment Co., and Supt. Corey of that company 
arrived in St, Louis early in May last for the 
purpose of engaging negro miners to 
go back with him to the mines. He 
had no trouble in securing all he 
wanted, and on Monday, May 11, he and Mr. 
Wm. A. Mara left St, Louis wth 4538 negroes 
under contract, fifty being women. Mr. 
Mara accompanied the party only as faras 
St. Paul, Minn, Arrived at Franklin the 
negroes found that they were to fill the 
places of 800 striking white "miners, and that 
these 800 whites, backed by the Knights of 
Labor organization, were determined not to 
let the negroes go towork. At Palmer be- 
fore reaching Franklin, the special train 
carrying the negroes was halted, and 
arms were distributed, A force of 
deputy sheriffs also joined the party, and at 
Erumclaw Station seventy detectives boarded 
the train. The entire party then left the 
special and marched through the woods to 
Franklin. Only the presence of the deputies 
and detectives prevented bloodshed at that 
time, it was said, as the negroes had to pass 
through the force of striking white miners, 
who were heavily armed, drinking and mak- 
ing threats against the new arrivals. The 
negroes were quartered in the cot 
tages formerly occupied by 
whites, and the 
the quarters, A line’’ 
was drawn, beyond which no negro dared to 
venture, and a stage almost of siege followed. 
Both sides were under arms continually, the 
negroes going to their work inthe mines 
carrying muskets and rifles. They were 
placed under military discipline, organized 
into companies and drilled daily in the use of 
the weapons furnished them bythe mining 
companies. There were twelve companies 
formed, and their drills were witnessed 
the striking whites from acrossthe ‘‘dead 
Une.“ It is in that critical position they 
have been for the past month and the 
collision of yesterday is only what has been 
feared every day since they arrived.

CRAZY ON ANNEXATION. 


The Peculiar Phase of Young Purinton’s 
Lunacy. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 29,—Frank M. Pu- 
rinton was sent to the insane asylum yester- 
day by the District Court of this city in a con- 
dition of quasi frenzy, directly caused by ex- 
President Cleveland’s visit on Saturday. He 
is about 34 years of age and a graduate of the 
class of 75, Brown University. His studies 
were completed in Europe. His father was a 
well-to-do ship - builder, Reuben Purinton of 
this city, He was so wild last winter that he 
was sent tothe insane asylum. In April he 
was taken to Canada and lived in a village 
about twelve miles from Ottawa. He became 
well known there on account of his vaga- 
ries concerning the relations of Can- 
ada and the United States. When 
it was announced that Mr. Cleveland 
was coming to the city he at once made the 
announcement that he was going to see him 
and lost all control of himself. ‘‘I can annex 
Canada to this country, he said, ‘‘ifI can 
have $30,000,000 paid, and all I want is an ap- 
pointment to the second office in the Govern- 
ment when it is done, Mr. Oleveland can 
only become President if I guarantee it, and 
Iam going to see him at the hotel to-night.’’ 

He said that in the morning. It got to the 
police and they were afraid that he might 
turn up at the time Mr. Cleveland was to 
speak. At any rate there were police all 
around the hotel, but he did not appear. The 
police now say that they were only present to 
look out foracrush of people, who, it was 
feared, would come to see Mr. Cleveland. 
Purinton’s wife kept him at home that even- 
ing with the help of others, or no doubt he 
would have tried to get to Mr. Cleveland. His 
case grew worse all night long. Yesterday 
his wife said she could no longer care for him. 
His ravings continued regarding Mr. Cleve- 
land until he was in a frenzy. 


A SALOON MAN’S MANIA. 
VINCENNES, Ind., June 29.—William Sachs, 
a saloon-Keeper, suddenly became insane 
yesterday and rushed up and down the street 
yelling at the topof his voice. The recent 
enforcement of the Sunday law seemed to 
prey upon his mind and he stopped the street 
cars at the point of a revolver, declaring that 
they should not pass his door if he could not 
Sell drinks on Sunday. A few minutes later 
heraninto the Chrigtian Church while the 
service wasin progress, wildly proclaiming 
that he wanted to be saved and called tothe 
preacher to see to itat once. The church 
was fullof people, all of whom were greatly 
alarmed and rushed out of the church. The 
Rev. Mr. Olark cautiously approached the 
man and led him out of the building. An at- 
tempt was then made tocapture him, but 
Sachs resisted and his dog stood faithfully 
by him. The officers had to shoot the animal 
to get the crazy man, when it finally required 
four men to carry him to jail. 


AFTER TWENTY YEARS, 


The Romance of a Wedding Which Is to 
Occur at Rochester, Minn. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—Last evening’s train 
over the Milwaukee road carried, among 
other passengers, Mrs. Maggie McVickars, 
who will to-morrow, at Rochester, Minn, , be 
married toone of the wealthiest merchants 
of that city, Mr. Arthur Morton. This mar- 
riage isthe result of vows spoken twenty 
years ago, but which were interrupted bya 
misunderstanding occasioned by the loss of a 
letter in the mails. 

In 1872 Arthur Morton and Miss Hartley 
lived on the North Side in this city, and were 
engaged, Their parents, however, consid- 
ered them too young to marry. It was 
agreed that young Morton should go West, 
and it at the end of three years he was able 
to support a wife, and they each still loved 
each other the wedding should receive pa- 
rental sanction. In the meantime the two 
lovers were not to correspond for two years. 
Morton went to Minnesota, and for two years 
worked hard to provide a home for the 
woman he loved. He prospered fairly well, 
and acquired a very comfortable property. 
He then wrote to Miss Hartley apprising her 
of his condition and offering her his hand. 
At that time Miss Hartley lived in Milwaukee, 
which fact Morton knew, but in directing the 
letter the youth from force of habit wrote to 
Chicago instead of Milwaukee.

It 15 Placed Over Murderer Henson 
To-Day. 


VERY LITTLE CHANCE OF THE GOVERNOR 
STOPPING THE EXECUTION, 


Mrs. John Celhla Dies Under Mysterious 
Circumstances and the Police Are Now 
Investigating the Case—A Supposed 
Incendiarv’s Escape-— Prize Fighter 
Boden Arrested—Police News. : 


The death watch will be placed on Henry 
Henson atéo’clock to-morrow morning un- 
less word is received from Gov. Francis iu 
the meantime. Henson is to die on the 
scaffold at 6 o’clock next Thursday 
morning for the murder of his wife, Ida 
Henson, whom he shot and instantly killed 
about two years ago, at his home, 405 South 
Second street. 

As usual with eriminals condemned to 
death, a ‘‘death watch’’ is placed over 
Henson forty-eight hours before 
the hour set for the execution, to preventany 
attempt at suicide or escape to cheat the 
gallows. The first watch to-morrow morning 
will be taken by Deputy Sheriffs Thomas 
Skidmore and John O’Donnell. Henson has 
occupied cell 24in jail for the greater part of 
his incarceration, but on being placed under 
the death watch he will be removed to cell 
46, the condemned cell, which was occu- 
pied by the wife-murderer Anderson a few 
months ago before he was reprieved, and 
which was the last habitation of Maxwell, 
the murderer of Preller. 

Uptoa late hour this afternoon no word 
was received from Jefferson City regarding 
the petition which had been submitted to 
Gov. Francis. Henson was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree last 
January. The case was appealed to 
the Supreme Court and the decision of the 
lower court was affirmed. Dodge Mulvihill, 
Henson’s attorney, then filed a motion fora 
rehearing and the Supreme Court overruled 
it last week. While the motion was 
pending in tne Supreme Court Mr. Mulvihill 
circulated a petition asking Goy. Francis to 
commute the sentence to life imprisonment. 
Every member ot the jury who tried Henson 
signed the petition, also the officers of 
the court and many persons who 
were familiar with the facts in the case. Mr. 
Mulvihill presented this in person to Gov. 
Francis and expected an answer to-day. 
The Sheriff has not been notified and has 
made all arrangements to hang Henson at 
6 o’cloeck Thursday morning. It is thought 
Gov. Francis will telegraph his decision to- 
night. 

HOW HENSON TAKES IT. 

Henson takes matters very coolly. He has 
not yet come to a full realization of his 
position .and is buoyed up almost to cheer- 
fulness with hope of a commutation of his 
sentence. Yesterday when asked to sit for 
his photograph he refused, not because he 
knew it was wanted for publication in case he 
was executed but because he did not havea 
new,suit of clothes or a clean shirt. He spoke 
of nis approaching death and the action of 
the Governor with calmness. 

‘‘While there is life there is hope, he 
said, ‘‘and I will not give up till 
the last. I did not murder my 
wife, It was an accident, and the testimony 
which brought about my conviction was 
given by children, It is not right. I tell you 
it is not right. Men have gone free after 
committing worse crimes than mine, and I 
will hold to the last that I am not guilty of 
murder,’’

The police think they are now on the trail 
of the personor persons who have repeat- 
edly fired the O’Niel Lumber Co.

AN UNUSUAL BETICENCE MAINTAINED 
BY ALL THE INTERESTED PARTIES. 


Bigelow Said to Have Informed on Perry 
When He Was Arrested in Chicago— 
Perry’s Alleged Forgeries Were for 
Bigelow’s Profit-—A Case Around 
Which There Is Considerable Mystery. 


Charies F. Bigelow, who was until lately 
the Assistant Cashier of the American Ex- 
press Co., was in high feather this morning, 
andas he walked from his house down 
Washington avenue tothe barber shop near 
the Richelieu, be seemed to have nothing 
more weighty on his mind than a doubt as to 
the quality of the cigar he 
was smoking. He had bought a 
pretty white straw hat in Chicago, where he 
was hiding during the days it took the ex- 
press Officials to discover that he was $1,500 
short in his accounts, and the detective who 
arrested him there Saturday had allowed 
him to retain his cane. His step 
was jaunty, and his manner 80 
indifferent that an employe of the 
express office who passed him went back to 
his fellow clerks at noon with the announce- 
ment, ‘‘Bigelow has squared the whole mat- 
ter and won't go up this time. 

BIGELOW SQUEALED. 
As soon as he was arrested in Chi- 
cago Mr. Bigelow made a clean breast 
of the misdoings of another man, re- 
serving his own confession for his 
private conscience. The result of his talk 
with the detectives was that they tele- 
graphed to St. Louis at once for the arrest of 
Herman M. Perry. Perry was acierk in the 
Money Order Department of the express com- 
pany, and an intimate friend of Bigelow. He 
lives with his mother at 1997 Bacon street. 
He was taken in charge at once, and Chief of 
Police Harrigan examined him. He isa young 
man, not yet 2, and wears 
a lHght mustache. His chin is weak and 
his face pale. He was much frightened dur- 
ing the examination and could hardly speak. 
He could hardly believe at frst that Bigelow 
had betrayed him, and whenthe conviction 
finally came to him, he almost cried, instead 
of becoming indignant, and tell into de- 
spair. Chief Harrigan had a charge of 
forgery put against him, and sent him down 
to the holdover, but gave him the means of 
sending out to his friendsfor bail. At noon 
his bondsman had notappeared, and he was 
getting mor and more nervous asthe hours 
slipped by. He turned his face away when a 
PostT-DiIsPaTCH reporter went in to see him 
and his face flushed and paled with rapid 
changes as the dialogue progressed. ‘‘You 
are a reporter,’’ he said, clearing his throat, 
don't know——.,”’ and then he paused. ‘*I 
don't want to talk to reporters yet, he 
ended.

COMPLETE REVIEW OF THE GENERAL'S 
LIFE AND MILITARY CAREER. ° 


His Childhood Days—A Family Without a 
Coat of Arms—As to Harvard College— 
Recollections of the Charleston Conven- 
tion—Admiration for Davis. 

Boston, June 29.—The long expected bi- 
ography by Gen, Benjamin Butler will very 
soon be in the hands of the American public. 
It will be issued ina single volume and will 
be sold by subscription exclusively. The 
title of this work will be ‘‘Butler’s Book,.“ 
and it is advertised as a complete review of 
his life and military career. It is dedi cated 
to the good and brave soldiers of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The first chapter gives 
attention to the matter of blood and breed- 
ing. 

he politic system of this country, Gen. 
Butler says, is founded on what Rufus 
Choate once termeda glittering generality, 
contained in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that all men are created equal. 
This is a truth applied to political rights, im- 
munities and burdens, but an utter absurdity 
so far as it is made to describe other mutual 
relations of people.’’ 

Gen. Butler dwells at length in several 
chapters upon his. childhood days and his 
early manhood and pays his respects to sev- 
eral persons and institutions with character- 
istic distinctness. For instance he says: 

My ge had not a coat of arms and I have been 
taunted with the fact by my political foes, some of 
whom ne themselves onan ancestry which won 
distinction by amassing wealth from the sale of cod- 
fish and New England rum, with which in early 
times Africa was supposed to be Christianized. At 
such times I have been tempted to reply. since I haa 
before me all the swords of four generations, each 
actually worn in the military service o — 
country; it is true, my family has no coat of arms, 
but we have the arms. 

FORCE OF OPINION. 

Gen. Butler sent his son Paul to Harvard, 
not, he says, because I deemed it the 
best school in the country, but because I 
could not foretell what might be his future 
and Ichose that he should not be hindered 
as his father has been by the fact that he was 
not a graduate at Harvard. A class of Massa: 
chusetts people believe that a course at the 
college is indispensable to advancement in 
almost any pursuitin lifeand especially po- 
litical, and as soon as a graduate obtains po- 
litical preferment he is hailed as the schol- 
ar in politics.’’ 

Gen. Butler dates his political career from 
the inception ofthe temperance movement, 
Then began the struggle. It was a long and 
He says: 

* There was no bad name that could be used but was 

liberally bestowed. But the leaven of right eventu- 

ally leavened the whole, and finally produced the 
bread of life for the workingmen. 

He says further: i 

1 remained a pronounced and somewhat prominent 
member of the Democratic party. We ten-hour men 
introduced ten-hour resolutions into its eter 
and the philanthropic Free Soil party, which began 
to obtain a hold in our State, adopted our ten-hour 
propositions before it nominated Van Buren in 1848. 

Later on, in 1849, Gen. Butler was in favor 
of the coalition between Free Sollers and the 
Democrats. The Democratic party held to 
the doctrine that the constitution recognized 
slavery, and that slavery could be abolished 
by an amendment to the Constitution, where- 
as the Free Soil party held that the Constitu- 
tion was ‘‘a covenant with hellanda league 
with death. 

Gen. Butler says: 

I was very strongly in favor of such coalition, be- 
cause I saw a hope of ten-hour legislation, and al- 
though I stood with the Democracy I did not feel 
myself obliged by my party relations to go bounding 
over the graves of my fathers to catch a fugitives lave 
who was seeking Canada, when it was not made my 
duty by legal enactment. 

Gen. Butler’s very interesting resume of his 
war experiences hasin substance been read 
by most everybody before and it is part of the 
common tradition of American life. But the 
folowing expression of political opinion, 
which is included in the paper of the prelim- 
inaries of the war, ought to be read by every- 
body: 

The politics in Which I very early took part was 
that practical politics which dealt with the condition 
and welfare of the citizen. From my earliest youth I 
had been taught to believe in democracy of which 
Jefferson was the apostie and to abhor federalism, of 
which Hamilton was the exponent. While I had been 
dazzied with the brilllaney of Jackson's administra- 
tion of national affairsI early had sense enough to 
see that it conflicted, in avery considerable degree 
with the teachings of Jefferson. may as we 
state here as anywhere the conclusion to which I 
have been brought by a lifetime of the closest study 
and connection with national and state affairs and 
practical politics. This country is to continue cer- 
tainly for years in accordance with theories of Ham- 
ilton, whose great genius and clear reasoning formu- 
lated a system of government, while the philosophi- 
cal lucubrations oi Jefferson are the best instruc- 
tions as to the mutual relations of its citizens in all 
conditions of life. 

BUTLER AND DAVIS. 

Gen. Butler’s relations to Jefferson Davis 
have excited as much critical comment, per- 
haps, as any other feature of his public life. 
But his explanations of the reasons why he 
voted for Davis in the Charleston Conven- 
tion in 1860 serve to put that criticism in a 
new light. He says: 

As Secretary of War Davis had shown great reach of 
thought and great belief in the future of the coun- 
try. itis to the suryeys and explorations ordered by 
him as Secretary of War that much of the prosperity 
and growth of the Northwest is due. We owe to 
these surveys and — r the Union Pacific 
Railroad, which was built to bind the East and West 
together as with achain of steel. After Davis had 
seceded, while he was Secretary of War, he made a 
tour through the New England States. In a part of 
this trip I accompanied him, and then I had occasion 
to learn his character and ability. He was not an 
original disunionist, but felt bound to follow his 
State. He himself told me this in December, 1860. 

For these reasons I voted for him in the conven- 
tion. Near the beginning of the voting, when Doug- 
lass was within one vote of a majority, one of Doug- 
lass’ friends came across the hall to our delegation 
and said: Who here is voting for Jefferson Davis? 
A vote for Douglass which will give him a majority 
is worth $25, I said to him: Sir, it takes 
two of us here to carry a vote as youknow. Here my 
colleague is voting, Mr. Chapin. He is worth a 
— — of millions or more. Perhaps you can pre- 
vai — — him it you would like to try.’’ That con- 
versation went no further. For these votes 
for Jefferson Davis I have been 
criticised in every form of words 
that characterizes calumny. Yetupto the time of 
my voting for him, the only secession by the repre- 
sentatives of any State was that of the delegation of 
South Carolina when it withdrew from the Demo- 
cratic Convention. For 1 72 that anybody in the 
world knew Davis was still loyal tothe Union. As a 
loyal Union soldter he had been rewarded by a seat

OXFORD AND YALE. 


New Haven Oarsmen Deny Having 
Challenged the Englishmen. 


DIFFICULTIES OF AN AMERICAN Co 


LEGE ROWING OXFORD. 


Western Athletic Clubs Petition the A. 
A. U. to Abolish the Restrictions jas 
to Sunday Games Columbus Loses 
Another Game to St. Louis—The Pool- 
Room Cases—General Sporting News. 


New Haven, Conn., June 28.—Capt. Gould 
and another member of the Yale crew were 
shown the dispatch from London to the effect 
that Oxford had declined Yale’s challenge to 
row on the Thames because Harvard had won 
Friday’s race. Both men deny that Yale ever 
sent a challenge to Oxford, and all the prom- 
ment Yale men say that the action of 
Oxford, if such action had deen 
taken, was the result of a misunderstanding. 
It is possible, therefore, that the English 
oarsmen determined to arrange a match this 
year, and with thisendin view were about 
to arrange for a race onthe English Thames 
when they learned of Yale’s defeat by 
Harvard. Naturally, such knowledge de- 
terred them from so doing, because they, as 
champion college crew of England, wished to 
row the champion college crew of America. 

Such a race would be impracticable for Yale 
for a great many reasons. Inthe first place, 
the race would be rowed in England, for Ox- 
ford would never consent to come to this 
country. Again, the race would be rowed in 
mid-summer or in mid-winter... The rowing 
of such a race in mid-summer would necessi- 
tate keeping the Oxford in training five 
months after their regular course, which 
ends with Cambridge in March. This would 
cause a great deal of expense and trouble, 
which our English friends would naturally 
refuse to undergo. August would be the best 
time for Yale, because it would be vacation 
although it would be difficult to say whether 
the men would be willing to sacrifice the two 
months of their vacation for the sake of 
gaining glory by victory. Hence the summer 
programme is well nigh absurb. The mid - 
winter programme is even more so. Yale 
would be obliged to keep her crew in training 
during the summer, fall and winter, and 
cross the Atlantic during the mid-winter 
gales, landing on the other side in a worse 
condition probably than if they had. never 
trained, Theexpense would be very high, 
and the Yale navy is sufficiently burdened 
with expenses without making any additional 
expenditure for the sake of glory.

COURSING. 

The Western Coursing Association meeting 
which was to have been heldat the Fair 
Grounds yesterday afternoon was indefinitely 
postponed after two courses had been run, 
owing to the heavy fall of rain which con- 
verted the track into a slough of mud.

THE POOL ROOM CASES. „ 

The claims made that the decision ot the 
Chicago Appellate Court in the pool room 
cases there applies tothe Burgdorfer case of 
this city is absurd. There is absolutely no 
point of similarity between the cases. The 
decision of the Chicago Appellate Court was 
onacity ordinance passed bythe Chicago 
City Council, and the Appellate Court held 
that the Council had no power to 
pass suchan ordinance, because it discrim- 
inated between the pool rooms and race 
tracks, and therefore regulated and did not 
suppress gambling. The State law for the 
corporation of cities and towns under which 
the Council dertved its authority to pass 
ordinances of that character merely gave 
them the right to suppress gambling, but did 
not give the right to regulate it. Such was 
the decision of the Chicago Appelate Court. 
The validity of the Illinois State law con- 
cerning pool-selling was not in ques- 
tion and was not passed upon. It was 
merely a decision on the city ordinance, and 
it was declared invalid simply because the 
Council had overstepped their authority in 
attempting to regulate gambling when the 
State Legislature had merely delegated to 
them the power to suppress it and had not 
given them the power to regulate gambling. 
In other words, the Chicago Appellate Court 
held that the Chicago City Council had as- 
sumed an authority vested only in the Legis- 
lature. It is true that the Chicago ordinance 
is similar tothe State pool law, but in its 
decision the Chicago Appellate Court dis- 
tinctly states that the fact that the ordi- 
nance is in the words of the State law cuts no 
figure, forthe reason that the authority to 
pass the ordinance is not derived from that 
law, but from the one for the corporation of 
cities and towns, which gives them power to 
suppress, but not power to regulate gam- 
bling. The inference to be drawn from that 
part of the decision, if there be any infer- 
ence at all to be deducted,is that while 
the State Legislature may pass 
such a law no city council 
nas such authority, as such power is not del- 
egated to Councils by any statute. Theonly 
light in which the provisions of the ordinance 
were gone into by the Appellate Court was as 
to whether the ordinance suppressed gam- 
bling, as the State law gave City Councils 
permission to pass ordinances to do, or 
whether it merely attempted to regulute 
gambling, for which no power was dele- 
gated to City Councils by the Legislature. It 
was held that the ordinance attempted the 
latter. 

In the Burgdorfer case of this 
city the arrest was not made 
on a city ordinance based on any State 
law, but on a State lawitself. Burgdorfer is 
not charged with violating any city ordi- 
nance, as were the pool-room keepers in Chi- 
cago; but with violating a State law. Even 
had the Chicago Appellate Court passed upon 
the State law of Illinois governing pool sell. 
ing and declared it unconstitutional it would 
inno way apply tothe Burgdorfer case, as 
the law of Illinois and pool law of Missouri 
are entirely dissimilar. The Illinois 
law permits pool selling on a race 
track, but prohibits it outside the inclosure 
ot a track. In other words, it legalizes pool 
selling on race courses, but makes pool sell- 
ing in pool-rooms illegal. There is a dis- 
crimination there between race tracks and 
pool-rooms, and the point that it favors one 
class—race track owners—and discriminates 
against another class—pool-room keepers— 
can be well taken. It appears to be a clear 
case of class legislation. The provisions of 
the Missouri law are entirely different. It 
makes no distinction between race 
tracks and pool-rooms or race track 
owners and pool-room keepers, but permits 
the sale of pools on or off a race track on 
races held anywhere within the State, but 
prohibits their sale ona race track or any- 
where else on races held outside the State. 
The point on which the local pool-rooms base 
their defense_is not that the law that dis- 
criminates between pool- rooms and race 
tracks, but that if it is an offense to sell poois 
on races held outside the State, it must also 
be an offense to sell pools on races held 

ithin the State, or vice versa—if it is 
egal to sell pools on races held within the 
State it must also be legal to sell pools on 
races held outside the State. The pool-room 
attorneys hold thatitisan inconsistent and 
illegal distinction, and that the mere place 
in which the races occur cannot alter the 
legality of the act of selling pools on them. It 
is difficult to see how any similarity can be 
figured out between Chicago pool cases and 
the St. Louis cases.

CHICAGO'S LIVE PORK. 


— — — — 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE TRICHINE 
THAT ANIMATE ITS PIG MEAT. 


Dr. F. L. James Discusses the Nature and 
Habits of the Helminthes-—-Errors Con- 
cerning the Deadly Trichina Corrected 
—Rats Said to Be its Original Host. 


Scientific subjects, not generally interest- 
ing to the public, frequently become absorb- 
ingly interesting when they touch the health 
of the community, and the expert investiga- 
tion into the condition of the Chicago pork 
which is sold for tood has by t he discovery of 
vast quantities of trichine made that deadly 
little creature a subject of as much specula- 
tion and interest to the public as it has 
hitherto been tothe scientists. The SUNDAY 
Post- DisrATORH of yesterday contained an in- 
terview with a member of Prof. Michel’s 
corps in which he gave a brief account of the 
discovery of the trichina and its life and 
habits. But that gentleman seems to have 
fallen into a number of grievouserrors. Dr. 
F. L. James of this city, who is nationally 
prominent as a microscopist, speaking of the 
investigator’s statements, said: 
HOW IT MAY BE SEEN. 

„To begin with, he states that trichina 
spiralis isa worm so minute asto be invis- 
ible to the naked eye, being only 8-1000 of an 
inch in length. The fact is that the adult 
male trichina is from 1-25 to 1-22 inch, and 
the female from 1-16 to 1-12 inch in length, 
and from 1-450 to 1-400 in diameter. As to 
their invisibility to the naked eye, while I 
prefer to use a glass magnifying from two to 
four diameters (an ordinary watch-maker’s 
glass), I have often isolated the parasites 
and arranged them on the slide preparatory 
to mounting, with the unaided eye. Todo 
this, of course, presupposes an excellent and 
trained eye and a steady hand. 

The statement that it belongs to the ‘class 
articulate,’ is about as definite as saying 
that man belongs to the ‘class’ vertebrate. 
The articulate are, broadly, a ‘sub-kingdom’ 
embracing the subdivisions insecta (bugs, 
beetles, butterfies, etc.), arachnida (spiders, 
etc.), crustacea (crabs, scorpions, etc,), 
cirripedia (millipedes, centipedes, etc.), an- 
nelida (worms, ratifers,-etc.) and entozoa. 
The true place of trichina is among the class 
helminthes or nematoids, subdivision anne- 
lides. 

„The head.“ says he, is provided with 
two formidable mandibles, etc. If this discov- 
ery has been made the fact should certainly be 
made known to the scientific world. Upto 
the present time nobody, that Iam aware of, 
has seen these mandibles. The head or ante- 
rior extremity, since the creature has no 
head, terminates ina sharp point, the mouth 
being a smooth, round, very minute opening 
therein. The picture which you present, al- 
though taken from a good source 
(Van Beneden’s Animal Parasites and Mess- 
mates), is incorrect in this particular. The 
method of puncture of the intestinal walls by 
trichine has never been fully investigated, 
asfaraslam aware, and for obvious rea- 
sons. It would require no ‘mandibles,’ or 
biting jaws, however, to force a point sharper 
than that of a cambric needle through the 
soft walls of the intestines. It is probable 
that the spiral shape of the creature has an 
especial function in propelling it forward in 
its journey to the muscles, where it finally 
encysts itself, It is generally admitted now 
(Leuckart to the contrary, notwithstanding), 
that in passing to the extremity of the mus- 
cles it traverses between and not through the 
fasciz. 

THE DISCOVERY OF THE TRICHINA. 

The account given of the first discovery of 
trichina is mythical in the highest degree, 
and in every respect. Itsays: ‘It was not, 
however, until late in the first quarter of the 
present century that it was discovered. A 
German butcher, who had been a chemist, 
but who had fallen in social rank froma 
strong tendency to liquor, was cutting a piece 
of pork and noticed a gritty sound as his 
knife went throngh the meat. He made a 
microscopic examination, and found that the 
meat was filled with ovoliaal cells, in the 
center of which a little worm was curled up. 
Physicians investigated the nfatter, and this 
led to the discovery of the trichina spiralis. 

‘*The ‘first quarter of the century’ did not. 
witness the discovery. It was in 1828 that the 
presence of little granular deposits in the 
muscles of a cadaver hard enough to turn the 
edge of a dissecting knife was noted by a 
surgeon named Hilton in the dissecting rooms 
of one of the London hospitals. The exam- 
ination of these deposits with an ordinary 
pocket lens revealed nothing but little masses 
of calcified matter, the true nature of 
which was not known untl seven 
years later, when Prof. Owen dissolved the 
deposit away and discovered the worm de- 
neath. He gave it the name ‘trichina 
spirales,’ from its fancied resemblance toa 
little hair, spirally coiled, Fully twenty-five 
years more elapsed before the life history of 
the creature and its great pathological im- 
portance became known—this time through 


not a drunken butcher, but a distinguished 
pathologist and investigator, who had 
already become fam ous by his studies of the 
alteration ofthe muscles in low fevers. A 
servant girl had died in 1860 in one of the hos- 
pitals of Dresden of what was supposed to be 
typhoid fever. Ather autopsy the muscles 
were found to be full of trichine not yet en- 
cysted, It was then learned that several of 
the members of the family in which she had 
served were ill and suffering, apparently, as 
she had done, and finally it was found that the 
butcher who supplied the family with meat 
was ina similar connition. An examina- 
tion of the remainder ofthe last lot of ham 
and sausage furnished by him disclosed the 
presence of enormous quantities of encysted 
trichine. 
ZENKER’S DISCOVERY. 

„This was the first clue of the elucidation 
of the phenomena, and it was followed up by 
Zenker, by a series of experiments which 
are classical and which established the 
cause of one of the most dangerous maladies 
to which man is Hable. I was at 
the time a student at the Uni- 
versity of Munich, Bavaria, and well 
remember the tremendous ¢ sensation 
caused by Zenker’s discovery. Raw pork, 
prior to that a staple article of diet in the 
‘kneips’ of the students, was tabcoed, and 
every fellow that had a pocket loupe or cod- 
dington amused himself by examining every 
piece of pork or pofk sausage that he came 
across. ' 

Of all creatures the rat is the most gener- 
ally accused of being the original host of the 
parasite, and hence we find that creatures 
that prey upon this rodent are affected with 
trichinosis. It has long been known, for 
instance, that cats confined toa diet of rats 
or that are allowed to eat them soon grow 
‘mangy’ and perish. I have now among my 
collection of slides a section of the tongue 
ofa cat that isso full of encysted trichine 
that it would be difficult to crowd in any 
more. The hog raised around stable yards 
and out-houses has frequent opportunity of 
eating upon rats, though the latter are prob- 
ably only one of several sources of infection. 
The mere feeding of ‘slops’ in 
no wise be responsible for the 


infection,

unless the slops contained 
trichinatous material. As to purely gram- 
nivorous animals being affected with trichi- 
nee the event must be a very rare one. I do 
not remember a single well authenticated 
case. In several instances where rabbits 
have been sént to me with the scatement that 
‘triching@ had been found in the muscles,“ 
examination disclosed an encysted strongy- 
lus, the parent of a form of tape-worm 
often found in dogs and wolves, and of a 
vastly larger size than triching. 
RAPID MULTIPLICATION. 

‘*Trichinge do not lay eggs. They become 
sexual only after being set free in the stom- 
ach of the host. The fructified eggs are 
hatched in the body ot the female, and the 
young triching issue into the stomach alive. 

As regards the frequency oftriching in 
American pork I willsay that several years 
ago when the prohibition of our meat was 
being agitated in France and Germany, in 
consequence of certain exaggerated reports 
sent abroad from St. Louis, a local firm 
of packers employed me to make 
a series of examinations of pork 
bought in the open markets and 
meat shops of this city. As the result of sev- 
eral hundred examinations I found that the 
percentage: ran from (to 7—that is in some 
of the hundreds it was as low as 4 and in 
some it was as high as 7. This result I re- 
ported in the Posr- DISPATCH at the time. 

Neither freezing, smoking nor salting can 
be depended upon to destroy the vitality of 
the encysted parasite. Some experiments 
with old salted meats, made in France within 
the last two or three years, showed that the 
trichine still retained their vitality, and 
were capable to a limited extent of repro- 
duction, 

„As regards the examination of meat for 
trichine no experience is necessary. Any 
child with ordinary intelligence can do itas 
well as an ‘expert.’ A coddington lens or 
a half-inch ‘loupe’ is as good for the pur- 
pose as the most costly microscopes.’’
